Claim 1 (Currently amended). An aqueous solution of H202 (hydrogen peroxide) that is dispensed for topical, 
non-dental use as a stable foam for the treatment of minor skin injuries comprising 

a) a 0.1 wt% to 15 wt% solution of H202; 

b) about 1 wt% of a surfactant; 

c) from about 0.05 wt% to 1 wt% of a stabilizen 

d) at least one skin protectant; and 

e) at least one topical pain reliever 

that is packaged in a container equipped with a pump foaming chamber that produces foam without the use of 
gas propellants and delivers H202 in foam form topically to a skin wound by finger-depression of a foam 
dispenser, wherein (i) said aqueous solution of H202 does not contain an anti-plaque agent, anti-cariogenic 
agent, zinc chloride, sodium citrate, sodium lauryl sulfate, citric acid, ethanol, or fat-soluble vitamins, and (ii) said 
aqueous solution of H202 is fonnulated so that said foam form does not drip or run off the skin to which it is 
applied and the foam is suitable for application to a skin wound. 

Claim 24 (Cun^ently amended). A method for treating topical, non-dental wounds of the skin with a composition of 
hydrogen peroxide (H202), which comprises 

applying a foam composition comprising from 0.1 to 15 wt% hydrogen peroxide, stabilized with minor amounts of 
sodium pyrophosphate and fonnulated with a surfactant, at least skin protectant, and at least one topical pain 
reliever to a topical, non-dental wound site by depressing a finger-activated pump foaming device in the 
immediate vicinity of of said wound, allowing the peroxide to come into contact with teh wound without the need 
for additional application means and allowing the peroxide to treat the wound without dripping off the skin surface 
to which it was applied, wherein said foam composition does not contain an anti-plaque agent, anti-cariogenic 
agent, zinc chloride, sodium citrate, sodium lauryl sulfate, citric acid, ethanol, ethanol, or fat-soluble vitamins. 

Amend ALL other claims to correspond to above - this obviously includes deleting the "non-ingestable" feature in 
all claims. I reserve the opportunity to correct any additional spelling or grammar enors. 

Basis for wt% change - spec p. 5, line 27. 

Basis for '^Art^erein" clause - spec p. 3, lines 3-21 & new daim 24. 

Rationale for the added changes - hydrogen peroxide is a heavily crowded art. Your spec already excludes 
those ingredients in the 'Svherein" clause anyway, and the foam is intended to be a non-drip type of foam. So the 
changes merely state in explicit tienms the actually intended subject matter, in my opinion. 
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
